REED ASSAILS M’NART- 
HAUDEN RELIEF BILL 


H ardin, Mo., Septem ber 3.— Sena­ 
tor Reed would not support the Mc- 
N ary-IIaugen farm bill if it brought 
him the highest office within the gift 
of the A m erican people, he declared 
here last night in an address dealing 
largely w ith the farm relief prob­ 
lems. 
A ssailing Secretary of 
Commerce 
Hoover and F rank O. Lowden, poten­ 
tial Republican candidates for Presi­ 
dent, as well as 
President 
Coolidge, 
Reed told th e Ray County Old 
S et­ 
tle rs’ picnic crowd th a t the farm er 
himself was largely to blame for his 
present condition because he continu­ 
ed to vote the Republican ticket and 
for perpetuation of a protective ta r ­ 
iff. 
He was introduced as the ‘‘next 
President of the United S ta te s ”. 
R eferring to congressional leaders 
who posed as special friends of the 
farm ers, Reed provoked a laugh when 
he said: 
“ W hen one of those fellows 
tells you he is devoting his life 
to 
your interest, you hold your pocket- 
book with one hand and 
reach 
for 
your revolver with the o th e r”. 
R egarding Lowden, Reed and 
re­ 
called the 1920 slush scandal and de­ 
clared Lowden was unfit 
for 
the 
office, hut his most biting assault was 
directed at Hoover, whom the Sena 
tor held largely responsible for 
the 
fa rm e rs’ plight. 
As food adm inistrator in the war, 
Senator Reed said, Hoover had held 
American w heat down to about $2 
a 
bushel, lie charged Hoover with arb i­ 
trarily fixing the prices, enabled big 
moneyed interest to sell products 
to 
the farm er a t a high level and forc­ 
ed the farm er to sell his products a t 
a low fixed level. 
B ankruptcy was 
inevitable, the Senator asserted. 
Senator Reed said he w’as ready to 
vote for a co-operative featu re that 
would he helpful, hut noverwould con­ 
sent to the fee-fixing provisions 
of 
the M cN ary-H augen bill which, 
he 
asserted, would rob the farm er. 
“The proponents of this bill have 
not told you the G overnm ent would 
take a part of your profits for 
this 
proposed board, but I am telling you 
about it”, he said. 
“Once the fa rm ­ 
er knows about this hill he will op­ 
pose it, too. 
So far as I am concern­ 
ed, I would not vote to take 
away 
the farm ers’ profit even for the high­ 
est office in the land”. 
Reed said prohibition has co n trib ­ 
uted to the fa rm s ’ ills and so had th e 
advent of the 
motor 
car, 
because 
both had 
harm ed 
the

grain. 
But he held that Hoover 
and 
the Republican party with its tariff 
were largely responsible for what he 
term ed the robbery, not only of

land economies, takes the interesting 
position that the difficulties of a g ri­ 
culture are not due to over produc- 
tino. 
He calls attention to the fact 
that agriculture was compelled to do 
its own reducing hack to a pre-wnr 
level, ami at

loss, while 
w ar-tim e industries were dism antled 
at the expense of

government, 
hut that even afte r drastic deflation 
and losses, the farm ing business 
is 
still suffering fu rth e r losses. 
Mr. Taylor asserts this situation Ls 
due, not to over production, hut 
to 
the decreased purchasing power 
of

difficulty", 
he says, 
‘would appear to he neither that we 
have too much 
agriculture 
in

that prices farm ers pay for what they 
buy in the United S tates are on an

cholera 
control, United tS ates D epartm ent of 
Agriculture, the general distribution 
and prevalence of the disease and the 
enormous expense make such a g ig a n ­ 
tic undertaking inadvisable, especial­ 
ly while large sums are being 
ex­ 
pended by the 
Federal 
and 
S tate 
Governm ents for the elimination 
of 
the southern cattle tick and the e ra ­ 
dication of bovine tuberculosis, dour- 
ine, and scabies of cattle and sheep. 
The eradication 
of 
hog 
cholera 
would require the application of 
no 
less comprehensive and rigid m eas­ 
ures than those adopted for the erad i­ 
cation of foot-and-m outh disease 
in 
thus country, and our hog industry is 
in no condition to w ithstand 
such 
measures. 
F urtherm ore, says Doctor 
Houck, we have an effectual, p rac ti­ 
cal preventive trea tm e n t against hog 
cholera, which is not the case with 
tuberculosis and some of the 
other 
diseases with which we are contend­ 
ing. 
Therefore, it seems advisable to 
continue present efforts to minimize 
losses through the proper use of 
the 
preventive treatm en t ra th e r than 
to 
attem p t the complete eradication of 
the disease.

Time To Cut Alfalfa 
Alfalfa should bo cut when 1-10 to 
1-4 of the crop is in bloom in 
order 
to produce the lx»st quality of 
hay. 
Alfalfa that has put forth new shoots 
from the crown should he cut with­ 
out regard to bloom. 
Alfalfa that 
is allowed to stand in the field 
until 
it has passed full bloom loses 
many 
leaves and its stems become 
hard 
and woody, lowering the feed value 
and the salability of the hay. These 
statements are made by 
the 
Hay, 
Feed and Seed Division oi the U. S. 
Department of Agrciulturc and are 
supported by the results of the Kan­ 
sas State 
Experiment 
Station 
in 
feeding steers. 
In this test it took less than half 
as much hay cut in the bud stage to 
produce a hundred pounds of gain as 
it did of hay cut in the seed stage. 
For several years the U. S. Depart­ 
ment of Agriculture 
has 
conducted 
hay inspections 
regularly 
at 
the 
larger markets. United States stand­ 
ards for alfalfa haev been establish­ 
ed which give leaf ness the first rank 
in the specifications of grade.

standards require in grade No. 
1 
that 40 per cent of the weight shall 
consist of leaves.

alfalfa 
cut 
when it is in full bloom or in

seed 
stage,

By Floyd C. Shoemaker 
September 4 commemorates ' the 
one hundred and thirty-fourth anni­ 
versary of the birth of Edward Bates, 
one of early Missouri's ablest states­ 
man and lawmakers, and the first of 
her sons to serve in the cabinet

The Bates name is a prominent one 
in the annals of Missouri, for 
both 
Edward Bates and his brother, Fred­ 
erick, second governor of the State, 
were among the most distinguished of 
her public servants. 
During his pub­ 
lic career Edward Bates held almost 
every position of honor 
and 
trust 
within the gift of the people of his 
adopted state. 
A delegate in 1820 
to the Convention which framed Mis­ 
souri’s fundamental law, 
the

Constitution; Tier first Attorney Gen­ 
eral by appointment of Governor Mc­ 
Nair; a member of the State legisla­ 
ture in 1822; United States District 
Attorney for the District of Missouri 
by appointment of. President Monroe 
in 1825; a delegate in Congress

1827; a State senator in 1830; Judge 
of the St. Louis Land Court by ap­ 
pointment in 1863— these and many 
semi-official positions attest the con­ 
fidence and esteem in which he was 
held.

REED ASSAILS M’NARY- 
HAUOENREIIEE BILL 


Hardin, Mo., September 3.—Sena­ 
tor Rct*d would not support the Mc- 
Nary-Haugcn farm bill if it brought 
him the highest office within the gift 
of the American people, he declared 
here last night in an address dealing 
largely with the farm relief prob­ 
lems. 
Assailing Secretary of 
Commerce 
Hoover and Frank O. Ixiwden, poten­ 
tial Republican candidates for Presi­ 
dent, as well as 
President 
Coolidge, 
Reed told the Ray County Old 
Set­ 
tlers’ picnic crowd that the farmer 
himself was largely to hlame for his 
present condition because he continu­ 
ed to vote the Republican ticket an«l 
for perpetuation of a protective t a r ­ 
iff. 
He was introduced as the “next 
President of the United States”. 
Referring to congressional leaders 
who posed as special friends of the 
farmers, Reed provoked a laugh when 
he said: 
“ When one of those fellows 
tells you he is devoting his life 
to 
your interest, you hold your pocket- 
book with one hand an«l 
reach 
for 
your revolver with the other". 
Regarding Lowden, Reed and 
re­ 
called the 1920 slush scandal and de­ 
clared Lowden was unfit

directed at Hoover, whom the Sena­
